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i ! ALEXANDER JOHNSON TALKS TO COMMERCIAL CLUB OF J| 


THE NEEDS OF SCHOOL FOR FEEBLE MINDED. 


****t * 
Following is the text of the address 


delivered before the Fort Wayne 
Commercial club Thwsday evening 
by Alexander Johnson, superintend- 
ent >of the Indiana home for feeble 
minded youth: 


Mr. President, La-dies and Gentle- 


men of the Commercial Club and 
Friends—I had the great pleasure 
and privilege of a visit on Tuesday 
afternoon from a large number of 
the ladies and gentlemen whom I 
see toefore me. 
Many cf you have 


often visited us in the past, but 
very few of you, before that day, 
had seen the newer departments of 
our work, our 
dairy farm, our 


'brick yard, and our new custodial 
cottage. 
I think you will all be 


ready to say that during the last 
•ten years the institution has made 


, sute'tantial progress, and that it is 


in a somewhat flouiisihing condi- 
tion. 
Perh'aps you will be sur- 


prised when I tell you that not- 
withstanding all that has been 
done, our 
trustees believe they 


oi%ht to ask the legislature of, 
1901, the fir&t of the twentieth cen- 
tury, for a large amount for more 
improvements and extensions, a 
sum no leas than $150,000, 


You may be still nvore surprised 


when I tell you that I believe the 
wise and careful expenditure 
of 


tliat sum of money might not only 
bring aToo-ut a vast amount of oom- 
fort, and even happiness to a 
numerous 'body of miserable people, 
but would 'be a highly remunera- 
tive investment for the state. 
It 


is for the purpose of making these 
statements 'before, and convincing 
you, 
i<f possible, thfct they are not 


wild fancies, but sober, 'conserva- 
tive, business facts, that I usked 
your presence at the institution on 
Tuesday afternoon and the privi- 
lege 'of speaking to you tonight. 


The Commercial cluto of 
IForfc 


Wayne is to be one of the potent 
factors in the city's progress, 
As 


our president tol'd us a month 'ago, 
ta -city prospers, not simply because 
of natural advantages, 
ri>c"h sur- 


rounding country and good railroad 
facilities. 
These are desirable; 


•they are necessary; but they alone 
are not enough. 
To them1 must 


be -added the chief factor of ipro- 
gress, the enterprise of the citizen. 
Not railroads, not rich farming 
country, not location on the map, 
but its citizens make a city. 


As it was the enterprise and in- 


telligent effort of the citizens thir- 
teen years ago that secured the Jo- 
oation of the institution in Fort 
Wayne and the appropriation to 
build it here, so I appeal today to 
the enterprise and intelligent ef- 
fort of the citizen to assist the 
trustees to secure the appropriation 
necessary to make the institution 
all it should he. 


Gentlemen of the club, I know 


•that as a Fort Wayne institution 
we have your hearty sympathy, 
that you will 'co-operate with us to 
secure what we need, »but I want to 
go further than that with you. 
I 


want to secure your sympathy, noi 
merely 
because the institution 


stands in your city, and because. 
'Should we secure the appropriation 
we seek, $150,000 of money, will 
enter the arteries of commerce here, 
I want your intelligent sympathy 
with the institution as belonging 
to the state of Indiana, as a part, 
and a very important one, of that 
grand system of beneficent agen- 
cies, which constitute the bright.es: 
glory of our 
state, which have 


made our state known and honored, 
east, west, north and south, foi 
liberality and true public spirit. 


But I want still more than that 


even. 
I believe I can convince 


you that it would be wise to cany 
out the work you saw going on 
last Tuesday afternoon to its ful- 
lest practical development, even to 
the extent of taking into the safe 
arms of the good mother state, not 
only a 'few, 'but all the imbeciles 
and idiots, and keeping them there 
ns long as they may live. 
That to 


do this would be not only humane 
and charitable, but that it would 
'be 
economical. 
It 
would 
be 


economy in the saving of manhood 
and womanhood from degradation 
and ignominy, that it even would 
Tse economy in the most populnr 
sense of that term, nnmr'y, the 
saving of dollars and cents. 
I 


want your help because you are 
convinced that these statements of 
mine arc true, and that TU 
V plan of 


•realizing them is feasifoK 
Be- 


•causa you think the work it well, 
intelligently and successfully 
he- 


gun, and 'because you beJievp that 
all we need is the support of the 
E-fcate to make its success complete. 
If I can secure your co-opeiation on 
such a 'basis as that I have no fear 
of the result. 


Now the accepted plan for the 


benefit of the state by the full care 
of the degenerates, or at least those 
who are so easily identified as the 
idots and imbeciles, depends on two 
striking facts. 
The first is the 


awful fact of heredity. Of all the 


of people, whose condition 


******* U****.>**i* >***•>** 
is controlled by heredity almost 
exclusively, the idots and imbe- 
ciles ore the most certainly so con 
trollfd. It is far from true that all 
the parents of weak-minded chil- 
dren are in a similar 
condition, 


Many defective and afflicted per- 
sons owe their misfortune to acci- 
dent or disease. It 
is, however, 


rare indeed, that the children of a 
weak-minded parent 
are better 


than their ancestors, they are most 
likely to be worse. It is only with- 
in a few years that any statistics 
have been gathered upon this sub- 
ject, and we are far from having 
full knowledge of it. 
As far as 


we have gone, however (and the 
further we go the more certain it 
seems), the taint which we call 


• feeble-mindedness is more certain 
to be inherited than 
any other 


t.tint that afflicts humanity, and, 
therefore, whatever else they may 
do, the feeble-minded should nevei 
become the parents of a new gen- 
eration like themselves, 


The second great fact is that on 


the average, the mentally defective 
have a large capacity for useful 
labor. 
They are not all defective 


physically; many of them are ro- 
bust. 
Their average strength is 


not much below that of the strong- 
minded, 
Although their intelli- 


gence is not great, most of them 
are teachable to some extent, and 
many of them can learn to do much 
useful labor of a high order. Even 
the mechanical trades are not alto- 
gether beyond the capacity of som» 
who are distinctly weak-minded. 


TTpon these two facts hangs a 


proposition which is now becom- 
ing generally accepted by students 
of sociology. It is that it is the 
plain duty of the state to segregate 
the defectives and control them. 
First, so that they shall not in- 
crease by neutral reproduction, and 
secondly, that they shall be taught 
to earn their own livelihood as fai 
as possible. 


If this proposition is correct and 


practical then you will see and be- 
lieve that the besfc way to care for 
the defectives is also the cheapest. 
To neglect them means cost to the 
taxpayer, for, if neglected, they 
will never be self-supporting, It 
you do not tax yourselves to care 
for them in proper 
institutions. 


they will compel you to care for 
them in poor asylums and jails and 
prisons. 
The only way in which 


the burden that the defectives and 
degenerates entail on the state can 
be lightened is by a method of care 
which will teach them to labor, 
and then furnish them with useful 
and profitable employment. 
This 


can be done, but it is by no mean& 
an easy thing to do. It needs that 
those who are doing- it shall give 
it their undivided attention, s'hall 
have no conflicting interests, shall 
be permitted to learn how to do the 
work 
by1 patient, long-continued 


effort, and shall then be allowed 
to give thp state and her defective 
children the benefit of what they 
have learned. I want you to judge 
whether thesa conditions have been 
and are being complied wit'h in 
the Indiana School 
for 
Feeble- 


Minded, and whether the results 
are successful. 


So far very few of the states have 


accepted 
the 
proposition above 


stated as a part of their policy. It 
is true that nearly half the states 
in the union have provided schools 
or asylums for the feeble-minded, 
but in no case that I know of is 
their capacity sufficient to receive 
even all the feeble-minded children 
of the state, still less the adults. 
There Are about 110,000 idots and 
imbeciles in the union. Their num- 
ber is nearly the same as that of 
the insane. Yet, while the various 
states have made 
provision 
foi 


about 75 per cent, of the insane, 
only about 12 per cent, of the idiots 
are under proper care. At the same 
time the economic clanger to the 
state is greater from the idiots 
than from the insane, since, if neg- 
lected, they are far more certain 
to increase 
and multiply. Two 


sets 
of 
circumstances have con- 


spired to bring about this state of 
things. 
The first is the fact that 


the average citizen is afraid of the 
insane, and despises the idiot. The 
second is, that in the past the ex- 
pense of the institutions for imbe- 
ciles has been 
excessive. They 


have been neither practical nor 
economical. 
Their 
results 
have 


not justified their cost or at least 
they have been too costly to en- 
courage the statesmen to increase 
their capacity, so as to take in ah 
those who should belong to them. 
There have been, schools, given up 
to all kinds of pretty, but not very 
useful, fads and accomplishments, 
and the real business of life ha? 
been relegated to the background. 


But a brighter day is dawning 


for the degenerates. 
The schools 


for feeble-minded are finding their 
true mission, just 
a? the public 


school educates the juvenile citizen 
for 
a self-supporting, 
self-con- 


^ 


trolling life in the great world, 
so the school for defectives should 
educate its pupils for self-support- 
ing, but not controlling, life iu the 
little world of the institution. Just 
as the citizens of the outer world 
recognize the inherent duty, that 
every member of society shall do 
his share of work as the price of 
his living, so do these in our little- 
world acknowledge and act on the 
same principle. 


And now in telling you of these 


cardinal principles of our work it 
is much easier for me to do so from 
the fact that you have seen the 
work going on as it goes on every 
day. You have seen the different 
classes, thoee fully self-supporting, 
those from whom we expect only 
a small share of labor, 
and the 


small minority 
of helpless 
and 


hopefess ones, whose care will al- 
ways be a burden to some one. If 
you had 
not 
actually 
seen our 


brickyard and the boys at work 
there, it would be more difficult to 
convince you that 24 heaity fellows 
varying in mental capacity from 
the speechless 
idiot to the high 


grade imbecile, have made nearly 
a million bricks this season, with 
so little hired help that the bricks 
cost less than $1.75 per thousand. 
But since you have seen them at 
work, you will not think it un- 
reasonable of me to tell you that 
the same gang will be at work from 
now to spring in that piece of wood 
land just across the road from Co- 
Ionia, cutting up the tops left by 
the lumbermen, and that I expect 
to be able to cut and tyaul and pile 
the wood for less than 40 cents per 
cord, and to pile and burn the brush 
almost without cost* 


Since you have seen the condition 


of our farm, and know what has 
been done in clearing and ditching 
with the use of our cheap labor, you 
will be ready to believe that to re- 
claim the waste land, and make the 
wilderness blossom as a rose, is the 
very best kind of work for the 
strong in body, who are weak in 
mind and will; and to help us to 
get an appropriation to increase the 
acreage of our farm. 
Since you 


have seen our shoe shop ,and the 
shoes made and in stock, you will 
more easily believe me when I say 
that we shoe our children for about 
$2,30 /per capita per annum. 


Since, you saw the children by 


divisions and heard them sing, and 
watched them dance, you are ready 
to hear me #ay, that the children 
are happy, that the institution is 
not a dreadful aggression of misery 
but a place 'of childish merriment 
and joy. You will believe that joy 
comes, not with idleness, but with 
'activity, as truly to the idiot and 
the imbecile, as1 to the normal per- 
son, and be pleased to think that 
every child is taught some useful 
'labor if he can learn it, not only 
that he may earn some of his sup- 
port, but that he may be happy and 
cheerful in his life, 


Before going on to tell you what 


we hope to and wish to do in the 
future, let me briefly sum up sonic 
of the results of the past. The in- 
stitution moved to Fort Wayne in 
1890. At the beginning of the fis- 
cal year the enrollment was 260. 
The average number for the year 
was 277. The appropriations for 
maintainance, etc., was $78,500.00. 
or $285.29 per capita. 
The year 


now ending sees an enrollment of 
754, the average numiber present 
being 675. The appropriation for 
inaintainence and repairs has been 
$96,500,00, and we have returned 
to the state treasury nearly $4,000 
for tuition and earnings, making 
the per capita $137.03, or 48 per 
cent, of what it was for 1890. 


A part of this decrease in per 


capita cost comes directly from the 
increase in number, since some of 
the expenditures do not increase 
with the increase of enrollment. 
But by far the most of the saving 
comes from the fact that many of 
our inmates are now actually self- 
supporting, 
As the 
institution 


grows older, if its work has been 
properly done, this number must 
tend to increase. If the school has 
done its work of educating1 in the 
line of self-support, and the gradu- 
ates stay with us as members of the 
industrial or domestic departments, 
we may reasonably expect a con- 
tinuous decrease of average per 
capita cost. I think it is a moder- 
ate claim to make today that 20 
per cent of all our inmates1 do not 
cost the state one penny. The old- 
er girls sew or cook, wait on table, 
work in the laundry, or assist the 
attendants in eating for the young- 
er and helpless ones. 
The older 


boys make shoes and mattresses, 
work in the 
garden 
and on the 


farm, milk the cows, help the engi- 
neer, the carpenter, the painter, etc, 
The younger children wash dishes, 
make beds, clean the house, etc, I 
believe if this work is done proper- 
ly, that in a few years fully hall 
the inmates will be earning their 
own living. That means, that with 
the same maintenance cost we may 
care for a greatly increased num- 
ber. 


Now please bear in mind that 


with a very few exceptions it is 
only under such care and control 
as our institution cau give that 
these results can be obtained. Our 
best workers, turned out into the 


world, would generally fail. They 
have learned to work 
and obey 


The brightest of them are weak in 
will power, they are easily 
led 


astray, they need a master hand 
and brain to keep them straight 
and make their work 
permanent 


and useful. 
Missing the firm and 


kindly control to which they have 
been accustomed* the 
tendencies 


of their natu/e would assert them 
selves and their future would be 
a dark one. 


A moment's reflection will con- 


vince you of the need of permanent 
care and protection for the girls, 
A feeble-minded girl is exposed to 
dangers as is no other. 
Usually 


affectionate in disposition, fond of 
notice, susceptible to flattery, lack- 
ing the saving grace of common 
sense, and with little or no self- 
control, she falls an easy prey to 
the first scoundrel who meets her. 


We have no accurate statistics as 


to the number 
of feeble-minded 


children in the state. There are at 
present on our waiting list, who 
cannot be received 
for want of 


loom, about 150, chiefly boys. 
At 


present we are accepting all girls 
as soon as application is made. But 
our 
increased 
accommodations 


given us by the custodial cottage 
is being very rapidly taken up find 
before next summer 
the waiting 


list will be running up again* We 
want to provide for the boys now 
on the list, and for at least as many 
more next year. The applications 
are coming in every week. 


Besides those now in sight and 


entitled to come in, there is an- 
other class for whom we want to 
make provision at once. 
In the 


various poor asylums in Indiana 
there are about 320 imbecile and 
idiotic women of child-bearing age. 
Most of them have born illegiti- 
mate children. Few of them under 
present conditions will escape re- 
peated maternity 
until past the 


productive age. Our law, as it ex- 
ists today, does not allow us to take 
them in. We want the law changed 
so we may admit females 
up to 


forty-five years old 


Besides the adult females in poor 


asylums, there are numerous other 
cases who will claim the benefit 
of the institution as soon as the 
law is changed. At least 400 more 
beds will be needed above our pres- 
ent number. For these women ^c 
wish to found a woman's colony 
on the farm, similar in many ways 
to the colony of boys. Plain, sim- 
ple, 
substantial 
buildings, 
for 


which we can make our own brick 
and do our o-\vn grading and exca- 
vating. Tltojr can be built cheaply. 


We want tb~build another cottage 


upon the house grounds, like the 
one I showed you on Tuesday, fin- 
ish the building on the farm, add 
to our water supply, and put up 
a number of minor buildings much 
needed and that will be a source 
of economy. rWe would like to buy 
some land that, adjoins us on the 
south and north. 
All 
this we 


would like to do during the next 
two years, and we want the legis- 
lature of 1901 to give us the neces- 
sary appropriation* 


For the building we want $120,- 


000, for land $25,000, and for sun- 
dry small items 
about $10,000 


more, making $155,000, divided 
between 1901 and 1902. If we get 
it we can provide for about 465 in- 
mates above our present number, 
Our per capita cost this year will 
be about SI37. Next year it will 
be less than $125. An additional 
$100 per annum per capita will be 
fully sufficient for the additional 
465, which would reduce our aver- 
age per capita to $115.50, 


We are gradually increasing the 


productive pttwer of the farm. We 
hope to make it into a fruit, cattle 
and dairy farm. 
Each 
year we 


plant several acres in orchard and 
try to take care of what is already 
planted. If the colony farm shall 
ever produce more 
beef, 
bacon, 


fruit, milk, poultry, etc., than we 
can use at the institution, we can 
find a good market for our surplus 
in the state institutions for the in- 
sane, blind, deaf, etc. We shall not 
need to invade the ordinary ave- 
nues of trade. 


For many years we see before us 


plenty of work for all our available 
laborers. We are trying to lead the 
way in the care of 
degenerates. 


Our law is weak and needs to be 
changed to give us a firmer control 
of those who should become perma- 
nent residents, 
We shall try to 


get that strengthened* As a whole 
our law is good, but it is weak in 
places. 
We cannot afford to let 


other states outstrip us, The best 
there is is none too good for In- 
diana. 


Our state has led the way in sev- 


eral things and is behind the best 
in very few. If you will help us 
we can continue to lead as we have 
in the past. 
So far, we 
believe 


that we have today the best farm 
colony of any similar institution. 
We want to keep in front and live 
up to our motto: "The best there 
is is none too good for grand In- 
diana,"

But persecution is 'after all ben- 
eficial to the church; it purifies, not 
petrifies. 
The 
missionary rs the 


apostle of peace lias brought all that 
is desirable in heathen 
countries. 


Mere civilisation is not enough for 
them; we must have the additional 
power of Christianiasation there. The 
orient calls to us; the time is oppor- 
tune. 
We hail the day when the 


fair city of God shall descend from 
heaven and take up its place among 
^nen. Carry the tidings of Jesus to 
all the earth. • Let us go forth to 
evangelize the world." 


Rev. D. R. Landis. of Lafayette, 


spoke along similar 'lines. In pan 
lib said: 
**I do not believe we yet 


appreciate that the church stands 


of old 'fa 
He gave the land of Canaan to Israel 
He drove others out. He is working 
today and giving us nexv responsibil- 
ities. The blessed work of redemp- 
tion in China and the Philippines 
shall continue. 
Obey Christ in that 


great command, *Go ye forth into nil 
the world/ Have you promised God 
r.nd yourself to be a more effective 
worker? If not, make that promise 
today.'1 


Rev. Dr. Geistweit, of Chicago, fol- 


lowed with his 
closing "religious 


hour," his theme being *lThe Gate- 
way of Power/* 
This he contended 


was secret, earnest prayer. A great 
failing is- that we<do not take a time 
and a place for regular communion 
with God.

PKESIDE^TT HARPER'S ADDRESS. 


At the opening1 of his address Fri- 
i^ evening, President 'William R. 


Hj^per, Qf; Chicago university,, an- 
nounced a simplification of his stat- 
etTtheme, aiid he rendered it "Higher 
Education and the Denominations." 
Dr. Harper said in part: 


It is through education that the 


individual is established; likewise 
the nation; likewise the church. 
Uuiveisities have their oiigin in 
striking changes in the educational 
world, and their important lies in 
the fact that they are founded on 
fundamental principles of Chris- 
tianity. 
Univeisities have 
c^rne 


into existence since the war o£ the 
rebellion; there were none in this 
country prior to 1870. There is a 
sense in which this term "higher" 
education should go lowsr and in- j 
elude the academy and even the 
high school, for tho latter is the 
people's college. 
The democratic 


sipirit cf later America has shown 
itself in education, 
and it has 


wielded quite as potent an influ- 
ence in education as in politics. 


Let us first look (at the past. 


Fifty years ago the libraries in 
even our largest e'dtfentiona"! insti- 
tutions were very smaftf1 Reading 
was a digression, and the adding1 j 
of a hundred volumes in a year 
was a marvel. 
Books, outside of 


text-books, had little dr no part 
in higher education of that time. 
Tha laboratory 'was 
Insufficient 


then; it also is'a mocteYh institu- 
tion. 


The attention of th% student was 


directed largely to the past. 
They 


formed some'beautiful theories, but 


I commissioned to a gospel to a world 


v- | that does not want it, and never did. 
T- | The world has always

against the gospel, and wherever the 
cross has been lifted, somehow mil- 
itary power has gone with it.

The debt of education to 


. the church is well nigh incalcula- 


ble. 
The officers and students of 


those days were very largely mem- 
bers of the denomination in charge 
of 
the college. 
Denominational 


lines weie more closely drawn then 
than now. 
It was sectarianism. 


There was but one correct view- 
point to a question, 
No choice of 


opinion as the outcome of perssnal 
investigation was pos&ible, and the 
plan tended to make all students 
of a college precisely aliks—cast in 
the same education mould. 
Men 


were 
aiistocrats 
without being 


aware of the fact. 


•So much for the past; it may well 


'be 
called 
the 
denominational 


pa:*iod. 
Wcw*consider the present. 


If everywhere in recent years de- 
velopment and progress have 'been 
remarkable, it is no less true in the 
matter of higher education. 
The 


change is so astounding that it can 
hardly be called evolution—It is 


*•• revolution. 
The changes in educa- 


tional lines owe their origin to the 
same causes a« do th* wonderful 
creations of the genius of recent 
years. 
The high school itself is 


the development o,f the last twenty- 
five 
years. 
Already in 
many 


states the high school is doing the 
work of ths freshman year of the 
college. " So strong is the wo.k 
done in -the modern high school 
that ininy parents even prefer it 
to the college for their children. In 
a word, the high s'chool has become 
so good that it is a distracting ele- 
ment to the academy and to the 
small college* 


Again, in the whole ilissifesippi 


I do not believe thfere arc 


m&etothan two or three non-stale 
institutions that do not stand in 
absolute fear of the state universi- 
ties and colleges— endowed by the 
states, offering free scholarships 
and advantages clearly impossible 
to institutions not supported by 
ths state. 
Facts do not sustain 


the charge sometimes made that 
these state institutions are i DU- 
Christun, for we find a deep inter- 
est in Bible study in many cf them. 


There will be 
a still greater 


shrinkage from the smaller col- 
leges. 
Modem methods of study 


rest on principles which demand a 
wealth 
of books and 
apparatus 


quite out of the range of possibility 
for many cf them. The university 
idea has come fcfawly but" gradually.' 
Only fourteen institutions in the 
United States were able to gain a 
rank as universities in an associa- 
tion recently formed. 
The best 


men are being1 drawn to the univer- 
sities by the same law of attraction \ 
that draws so large a percsntJigs c£ 
our population to the cities. 
Tho | 


demands 
cf modern times have 


greatly multiplied the cost of edu- 
cation, 
Denominations 
have 


changed in that 
the spirit has 


broadened— that rigorous attach- 
ment to it has weakened. Parents 
themselves no longer demand that 
their childen "be sent to denomina- 
tional schools. 
Undue deaiomina- 


tionalism is disappearing, both in 
religion and education, and 'the suf- 
ferers are the colleges. 
« Wo denomination as such has yet 
established and endowed an instltu- 


which takes .rank, as a uni- 


* versity. 
They are built by col- 


lected strength, and no single de- 
nomination today can furnish the 
faculty for a university. 
It may 


establish a college nnd do so suc- 
cessfully. 
The present is a period 


of transition from a smaller to a 
laiger work. 
The dawning of a 


new century places before us possi- 
bilities beyond our dreams. 
We 


are expecting great things in the 
field of education, but we should 
not allow the dry rot of conserva- 
tism to prevent 
our taking ad- 


vantage of every opportunity. The 
only test of human prediction is 
the element of time. 
We believe 


future greatness will surpass the 
present, as the present dwarfs the 
past. 


The obligation that rests upon 


the church is as strong as ever. The 
educational institutions planted by 
Christian denominations are guar- 
antesd of life and growth in the fu- 
tuie 
by 
many 
circumstances. 


Among them is the firm belief that 
the smaller institutions offer pecu- 
liar advantages 'by reason of their 
smaller number; that there is bet- 
ter opportunity for the develop- 
ment of individuality; by ths lav/ 
cf philanthropy which bestows up- 
cu them generous legacies; by tha 
law of economy; 'by the fact that 
the student can be nearer his home, 
and by the antagonism to the larg- 
er institutions. 
The small college 


will always have friends because of 
its very weaknsss. 
The Ameiican 


democratic spirit needs and will 
sustain the denominational college. 


The work of the small college 


will *be dignified by its closer PS- 
£3cialicn with the university. The 
object c£ the university is to be the 
people's guide—the instrument foi 
the dissemination of truth.

sombrero, which at a casual glance 
entirely conceals the wearer's abbre- 
viated anatomy.

cumstance explains why the 
male 


element among the Mayas prefers to 
go about baieheaded after nightfall, 
fearing to pick up a hat, lest it se- 
crete one of the aforesaid 
sphits, 


which, upon thus bsing rudely de- 
prived of its costume, would straight- 
way enter into the body of the offend* 
er and start him on a mad run into 
the hereafter. 


Just what source the imaginative 


Maya derives these extravagant no- 
tions from is in a measure problem- 
atical, but it is probably induced by 
a knowledge that centuries ago theie 
actually dwelt in those parts a race 
of people exceedingly diminutive in 
size. As evidences of this fact, there 
are still found on the east coast of 
Yucatan and adjacent islands tem- 
ples and triumphal arches but nine 
feet in height, the doorways to the 
former being only three 
feet 
by 


eighteen nches in dimensions. 


Numerous ether bogies 
help 
to 


make up the Mayas' calendai of un- 
edifying immoitals. One of these is 
the direct icveise of the phantom 
dwarf, being described as a colossal 
specter, whose favorite diveision con- 
sists in sti etching himself across the 
way of belated travelers, 
causing 


them to stumble and injure them- 
selves. The origin of this pernicious 
monstrosity doubtless could likewise 
be traced to the 
former 
existence 


thereabout of some extraordinary big 
men, whose bones have at various 
times been disinterred on the penin- 
sula. 
Several historians vouch for 


the discovery of such remains, which 
fact is supplemented by the existence 
on certain ancient stone walls in Yu- 
catan of hand prints in red paint 
measuring eleven inches in length. 


In pleasing contrast to the disor- 


dered imaginings of these simple- 
hearted natives are the legends by 
whose teachings 
they endeavor to 


pattein their lives. One of the most 
characteristic of these is the fable 
of the owl and the iguana. 


"In a snug little grotto/' the story 


iuns, "a mother owl was arranging 
her feathers and saying to herself, 
I shall go when he returns/ 'Soon 
her mate was by her side and she ad- 
monished him to be very watchful, 
as she had seen a large iguana close

put the last touch to her feathers and 
lew away.

LABOR PROBLEM IK HUNGARY. 


The Hungarian government is very 


loth to see any part of its agricul- 
tural population quit the country, 
even when its economic condition 
leaves much to be desired. 
It is 


convinced that there is room enough 
in Hungary for all Hungarian sub- 
jects if a suitable system of redis- 
tribution can be carried into effect. 
A scarcity of field hands is already 
felt at certain seasons. 
The 
re- 


quirements of agriculture, which is 
the most important branch of Hun- 
garian production, and the desira- 
bility on general principles of keep- 
ing the peasant on the soil have led 
the government to adopt a system of 
internal colonization which has the 
double purpose of relieving certain 
congested districts and retaining in 
the country the supply of labor re* 
quired in other parts. 
It is report- 


ed that the Hungarian ministry of 
agriculture has redfentdy purchased 
two large estates in Transylvania 
which will enable them to provide 
homesteads for peasants who might 
otherwise fee forced to emigrate. 
It 


is believed that the colonists in view 
for these settlements are distressed 
Slovacks of North Hungary.—Lon- 
don Mail. 


ELECTRIC TRACTION. 


One great advantage of electricity 


over steam traction on railroads is 
that it impresses 'a continuous and 
uniform torque, or turning on -he 
shaft, while the action of the feteam 
locomotive is intermittent. The con- 
sequence is that wheels driven by an 
fclectrita motor get a continuous "bite" 
on the rails, as^ steam-driven wheels 
do not. By means of this constant 
grip -shipping on greasy nails is 
avoided. 
It is also possible with 


elgCftfte tiftUition, to apply the maxim 
torque at once, and thus to bring 
ttailro'ad train up to its greatest ^speed 
much more quickly than is possible 
;wi<th steam traction. This advantage 
is especially valuable on city lines, 
(Where stoppages are 
frequent and 


(distances between stations short.—

"Two questions that are frequently 


asked/7 says 
"The Professor"

Science and Industry, ''are: 
'With 


what force wjll a falling 
Jiaiumer 


strike? and, with what foxce will a 
projectile fired from a gun, strike an 
object?' 
These questions cannot be 


answered diiectly, as they are based 
on a misconception. A moving, body 
possesses kinetic energy, or ability to 
do walk, which can only bo axpiessed 
in foot pounds, but not in pounds of 
force, since the work done by the 
hammer or projectile in coming to 
rest is not a manifestation of foice, 
but of ensigy. Work is measured by 
the product of foice 
and distance, 


hence, if the work a body has done 
or is capable of doing is known, the 
force could be determined for each 
case if by some means it were possi- 
ble to determine exactly the distance 
in which the woik was done. This 
distance depends uj^n various resist- 
ances, such as that clue to moving 
the object struck, the iesistan.ce to 
penetration, friction, the resistance to 
aheaiing 01 deformation of the body, 
etc.

He paused (Luk3 xiv., 15) one of tne 
guests remarked upon the blessed- 
ness that would bo his who mignt 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. 
Precisely what he meant, 01 what 
motive influenced the man's remark, 
has never been ascertained.

have supposed he spoke PS one of 
those, who, expecting a Messiah, as- 
sociated wi*h His coming a great 
feast of celebration. The rabbinicn? 
writers dwelt upon su^h a feast in 
the future, when the Messiah should 
come, telling of the 
bread of the 


kingdom that would be served with 
flesh, fish and fowl. 
A copious flood 


of wine would flow ard fiuits of the 
garden of Eden would be supplied to 
all. 
To me there is less probability 


in this than in the view which good 
Bishop J. C. Byle takes. He writes: 
"It is far from unlikely tint he who 
made this remark was one of that 
class who wish to go to heaven and 
like to hear good things talked of, 
but never get any further." 
Any 


one who has had opportunity to ob- 
serve has seen just surh 
persons, 


who apparently feel a deep interest 
in the subject of religion and wel- 
come conversation concerning it, but 
further than that they 
never go. 


Possibly this man was of thrfl class, 
or he may not have been. In any 
event Jesus seized' the turn to pro- 
ceed with the parable of nur present 
lesson, in which He sets forth the 
readiness of men to reject the gra- 
cious favois of God. And this in- 
cludes: Fiist, ttye fullness^ of divine 
provision; second, the readiness of 
humanity's rejection, anjjl, third, the 
certain success of the great supper 
of grace at last, 


THE LESSON DIVIDED,

sen which all teachers should open 
and enforce is the fulln,es£ of the di- 
vine provision,

In a little while later, during pas- 
sion week (Matt, xxii.t 2), Jesus re- 
pealed this parable of the supper, 
with some variations, one of which 
is that the host is than called **a cer- 
tain king/* and the supper is in 
hon'or of the "mariiage of (his so<n." 
It signifies much more to slight an 
invitation coming from one source 
than if it come from another. The 
invitations of Queen Victoria are all 
dntetrpreted as commands by liei 
loyal subjects, and rudely to reject 
su^h invitation from her would be 
taken as possible treason. Butt lis- 
ten while ourvLord in the less-on re- 
lates the reception given to th'e invi- 
tation of the King of kings. They

18-20) again and see if you

The reasons now given for people 


refusing to become communicants in 
Christ's church aie both trifling- and 
trumped up. Some pietend to doubt 
Whether they aie invited. Hence we 
have had mere than one say to us: 
"It may be all right foi othsrs, but 
Christianity is not for me; I da not 
feel called,'* Notwithstanding th<at 
is it a matter of the most serious mo- 
ment, and so not to be ridiculed, we 
cannot help thinking of ths fat boy 
in '-Pickwick.'' 
He could not heai 


and keep his head up bscause he was 
so given to sleep. It is the indulgence 
of spii i tual sloth that dulls the 
senses cf such as do not hear the di- 
vine invitation <tD csme to the sup- 
per of the king's son. Another says: 
'•You believe in the doctrine of elec- 
tion, which I also believe theoretical- 
ly. And practically it does mt seem 
to me that I was ever elected." As 
said a Chiistian slave to his master 
when the master asked why Sambo 
was elected and he was not, "Did you 
ever hear of anybody being elected 
who wasn't a candlidats/' 'Wlioevei 
hears the voice of invitation and feel? 
a stilling1 of desire to obey is alieady 
elected as much as is the brightest 
angel above. But as it happenst there 
are too many whose trumped-up ex- 
cused aie after the examples given 
in the< lesson. Look them over again j 
and you see they com'e under three 
heads: Interest an earthly posses- 
sfans; interest in everyday activity 
and interest in present-time pleas1- 
ures. Seme become possessed of prop- 
erty and aa*e overtaken, like "tine rich 
fool/' as be is called, wOi'o, looking 
over his estates and harvests, said: 
"What siiall I do with my property? 
I will pull down my barns and build 
greater." 


INDIFFERENT TO RELIGION. 
There aie many who have both city 


and country dwellings and who use 
Sunday for going from one to an- 
other, saying: 
"You see, I have to 


take Sunday to go to see our place." 
God's house and all that goes with it 
are simply ignoied and the owner of 
that which a kind Providence permits 
him to have lefuses to give so much 
as a couple of hours 
to visit the 


place of public worship. 
Thus men 


rob themselves while they would rob 
God of that respectful regard for that 
which He has established and ap- 
proved. But these excuses are three 
in number, as the oider in which 
Jesus iipuied them is moie than one 
of accident. They should be consid- 
eied in this oider, bocause the second 
is mois common than the nist and 
the thiicl than either of the other two. 
This third class of persons are those 
who decline to legard God's invita- 
tion because they are engaged to the 
pleasmes of life. This is symbolized

Social pleasures are not disapproved 
by the teachings of scriptuie, Jesus 
attended a wedding the first thing 
after entering upon His public min- 
istiy. 
It is not that Christ would 


have us lead hermit lives. It is the 
abuse, not the use, of all these things 
mentioned in the lesson which is evil. 
Look after the land one owns? Cer- 
tainly. 
Put oxen to practice under 


the yoke? Certainly. Give one's at- 
tention to a bride of his love? True. 
But the wiong begins when young 
manied people forsake the ways of 
religion. Speaking from many years 
of observation* I aver that young 
people who begin married life by 
foisaking the ways of God aie great 
losers in the end.

come upon them they have confessed 
to me their belief that had they hecd- 
eel the voice of God, and not given 
themselves up so exclusively to the 
world, no such trial would have over- 
taken them.

OVERCROWDED LONDON. 


Mr, Haw shows us that one-fifrh of 


the population of London, that is to 
say, about 900,000 people, -are sys- 
tematically breaking the law. He 
shows, us also, how piivate individu- 
als may set the law in action to pun- 
ish the offenders by fine or eviction. 
But what he can not sh'ow at present 
is where the evicted tenant is to go 
in oider to escape the necessity of 
offending again. 
People overcrowd 


because they can n'ot get rooms, not 
because they are no>fc willing to pay 
for them. The last census returned 
3,000 Londoners as living- eight or 
more in one room, 9,000 as living 
seven and more in one room, and 
nearly 26,000 as living six and more 
in a room. Since then the population 
of the capital has increased by 300,- 
000 people. There are 'houses in Lon- 
don where rooms are let on the Box- 
and-Cox piinciple, tenants occupying 
in rotation for eight hours each. 
Sometimes a young woman will oc- 
cupy the room by day, which is let 
to a young man by night. People 
sleep under beds as well as in them, 
and pay rent for doing so. Evicted 
families live in sheds until they drift 
into the work house. The ho-rrors of 
this state of things n6ed no exag- 
geration and no sensational working 
up. The bare facts speak for them- 
selves.—Spectator.

name "bedlam," the result of incor- 
rect spelling, possibly, came easily 
to stand for awful things. 


The machete, favorite weapon of

All the Spanish-Americans 


carry the machete (pronounced "mah- 
tchay-tay*') and it is used not only in 
war, but in peace as well. It is very 
much like the saber of the United 
States cavalry, and' when it is not 
doing service as an implement of war, 
is carried as an implement for the or- 
dinary vocations of life, to cut sugar 
cane, firewood* as a pruning knife, 
a spade or even an ax. The blade 
varies in length from ten to twenty- 
eight inches, and may be blunt, 
straight or curved, to suit the owner, 
It is sometimes cariiecl in a scab- 
bard, but as often it is not. 


There has been a story circulated 


to the effect that when Queen Vic- 
toria dies the Emperor William would 
push his claim to the throne as being 
nearer in the line of succession than 
his uncle, the Prince of Wales. This 
could not possibly be, as the cognate 
law of succession prevails in Great 
Britain. This law gives the right of 
succession to the male heirs in the 
same relation to the sovereign, and 
excludes all female heirs without re- 
gard to priority of birth as long as 
male heiis are living. Queen Vic- 
toria*s great-grandchildien are nearer 
to the throne than her own sons ex- 
cept the Prince of Wales. Marriage 
'to a Catholic debars a prince or prin- 
cess from the throne of England. 


The many symbols which decorate 


kcramic ware in Japan and China are 
interesting to those familiar with 
them, and by means of them a test is 
furnished -which distinguishes the 
ware of the two countries. I?or in- 
stance, a three-clawed dragon is Jap- 
anese, while a five-clawed dragon in- 
dicates Chinese art, In Japan the 
crane, turtle, pine and bamboo are 
emblems of longevity and do not ap- 
pear in Chinese decoration. The sa- 
cred symbols of Japan—the mirror, 
the sword, the jewel—appear only in 
Japanese art. The chrysanthemum, 
the iris and the lotus are sacred flow- 
ers. The gotis are different, and a lit- 
tle study will make it impossible for 
one to mistake the pottery or decoia- 
tion of one country for that of an- 
other, if a s;acred subject is painted. 
Happiness is symbolized by a white 
stag; strength by the pine; the stork 
is indicative of long life; the tor- 
toise stands (or riches; a hawk for 
courage; a bear in the snow, endiir- 
ance, and a carp swimming upward is 
the emblem of perseverence. 


PAUPERISM DECLINING. 


The report on pauperism in Eng- 


land and Wales published recently 
affords ample proof that England is 
still on the march toward prosperity. 
The number of paupers in every 1,000 
of the population at the end of June, 
1900, was 20.8, a lower number than 
in any year since regular records 
have been kept In the metropolis 
ttie proportion of paupers has no't de- 
creased so much as it has in the prov- 
inces; this is probably due to the mi- 
gration of the poor to the "mother 
city*' in search of work. Still there 
is a decrease and that is most encour- 
aging, as it indicates nn actual de- 
crease in the country and not one 
merely due to change of abode.—Lon- 
don Express. ,

The s'ize and shape of t'he Tawer cf 


Babel have jus* been determined by 
M. de Mely, a French archaeologist 
from a Greek manuscript. 
Accord- 


ing to these measurements chronicled 
by the old Greek scribe, the tawer 
would have topped the Masonic Tem- 
ple in Chicago by Just five feet, as in 
its pristine proportions it stead 219 
feet above the levels of Babylcm. 


As examined by experts of the 


'French Academy of Inscriptions, this 
old manuscript gives a good descrip- 
tion of the tower. 


Its base was a little over fifty 


miles fiom B-afcylon, * laid In the 
sands of a desert plain. Its outlines 
were square, 602 feet each way, and 
the ceiling of the ground floor was 
seventy-five feet 'high. 
Above this. 


six stoiies toweling one above the 
otlier, forming a sort of central tow- 
er, square in outline. 
The top floor 


was t'he sanctuaiy and was reached 
by a flight of 365 steps on 'the ex- 
terior cf the tower. These 365 steps 
marked the days of the year an<d of 
t'he number, 305 were of silver and 
sixty were of gold. 
The seven stor- 


ies were to represent the seven d'ayg 
of the week. 


The age of .this manuscript so re- 


cently uncovered points to flhe prob- 
ability th'at these were the measure- 
ments of the tawer as it was, long 
before 
King 
Nebuc'hadnezzar 
at- 


tempted its restoration. 


MODEL OF THE TQWEOEL. 


These measurements wil'l <be of spe- 


cial interest in America, as an Amer- 
ican already has built 
(n msdel of it fco 


scale 156 feet in hsigth, sloping 
gradually from a 
base^ 272 feet 


sqtiare. 


TCiis model was made by Jo'seph 


Palmer, who shaped 
it after the 


studies by Sir Henry KawMnson. Sir 
Henry's investigations lei him to 
believe that the whole structure was 
square, rising* -seven stoiie's, as is 
shown in the newly discovered man- 
uscript, and having the tabernacle 
at t'he top. 
Tliis -model was exhiV 


iited at the 
National Museum in 


Washington, and attracted much at- 
tenl'iDii from biblical students., The 
model -wa»3 scaled ,to show the first 
s'tory 272 feet each way and fcwenty- 
ix feet in (height; second, 230 feat 
each way and 
twenlty-six feet in 


height; 'third, 188 feet square and 
fifteen feet high; fourth, 146 feet 
square and fifteen feet high; fifth, 
104 feat square and'fitteen fee^tlgh;1 


sixth, sixty-two fee^f square and fif- 
ttean feet 'higlh. and seventh, twenty 
feet square and fifteen feet lii'gih. The 
ark was supposed to foe on the sev- 
enth floor, to be nearly as high as 
the ceiling, and td'cover most of the 
floor space. 


As compared with the figures in 


the Greek writing, Sir Henry's 
figures, and /those represented by the 
Palmer model are much smaller, Not 
only that, 'but tihe shape is radically 
different, and instead of the floors be- 
,ng terraced upward, as Sir Henry 
magined, a square tower was built 
As 'to tfhis, however, Sir Henry Haw- 
linfion's reseaichea were 'among the 
ruins of the tower as they exist to- 
day, 'and as ithey stand t3iey 'are sup- 
posed to be ruins of the restored 
structure as King Nebuchadnezzar

'RUINS FOUND IN CHALDEA, 
These ruins, 'as rthey are today, 


have as a base ^ a ilvuge, irregular

is known of it, ,It has been cbn-

PROPOSAL IS RUSSIA'S 


WOULD SETTLE DIVERGENCES 


ON INDEMNITIES. 


IT HAS RECEIVED SUPPORT 


UNITED STATES, RUSSIA AND 


FRANCE AGREE. 


Washington, Oct. 13.- -The Russian 


suggestion that 
the international 


court of arbitration of The Hague be 
given jurisdiction over divergencies 
of views arising- on the question of 
Chinese indemnities was submitted 
to Secretary Hlay by M. DeWollant, 
the Russian charge 
d'affaires in 


Washington, in a note on October 3. 


It has received the adherence of the 


American, the French, and the -Rus- 
sian governments, thus giving the 
suggestion the approval of three of 
the -formest powers, and strong as- 
surance 'of its general adoption. 


M. DeWollant's note has not -been 


made public. 
I can bs stated, how- 


ever, that it was -the -result of ex- 
tended exchanges between the French 
and Russian governments relative to 
the six proposals in -the French note. 
It expressed approval of the various 
'Proposals, 'and then ad;led the new 
suggestion relative to giving The 
Hague tribunal jurisdiction of in- 
demnity in casg there should be di- 
vergence of views. 


Not being a formal pro-position, but 


merely an incident to the approval 
of the French note, it has not called 
for a formal reply of acceptance, but 
tthe Ku'ssftm authorities have been 
-furnished with a copy of the 'Ameri- 
can reply to the French note, wherein 
our approval is given to the -Rus- 
sian suggestion, so that it is none 
the less effective in giving American 
adherence =to the plan. 
It is under- 


stood also thait Austria and -Italy, 
and probably OUpan, look with favor 
upon The Hague suggestion. 


The movement promises to give the 


first practical realization to the czar's 
movement in bringing- about the in- 
ternational congress of The Hague.

b*en in ill health for more than three 
yeai-a. 
He was seized with a severe 


ntt.ick cf grip and pneumonia about 
four years ago, which left him, in 
weakened 
condition 
and caused 


complication of diseases of the bowels, 
which gradually assumed a malig- 
nant form, from which his physicians 
could givs but temporary relief, and 
he gradually grew weaker -until the 
end c.ime and 
his sufferings were 


over. 


John Dowswell was 'born hi Lon- 


don, England, on November 3, 1827. 
His childhood was spent in that me- 
tropolis, and when he was nine years 
of age, his parents removed Ito 'the vi- 
cinity of Southampton, -where he was 
reared to manhood. 
"He served an 


apprenticeship with a florist and fol- 
lowed .that calling- in England until 
1849, during- a portion of which time 
he was in the employ of "W. D. Page, 
at Southampton.

Salisbury, Wiltshire, 


from .where he went 'to the Royal 3o- 
tanical gardens n.t Kew.

PACED BY AUTOMOBILE 


11 THE NEWEST HUMILIATION THAT MAY COME TO THE R'ACE 


HOUSE—'WONDERFUL RECORDS POSSIBLE. 


[Boston Post. I 


Alix's trotting- record of 3 minutes, 


33^ seconds stood for years until the 
other day, when The Abbot reduced it 
half a second. The trotting record 
as did the pacing record, has made 
very slow downward progress toward 
the two-minute mark, and each frac- 
tion of a second clipped 
from the 


record is cause for joy to breeders 
and horsemen. 


It is probable that before 
many 


weeks have elapsed the automobile 
will come to the aid of the horse, and 
by the application of the well known 
principle of pace-making will serve 
to set the trotting and pacing rec- 
ords far below two minutes, as there 
are at least a dozen horses that could 
do the trick. 


There are now in this country at 


least four racing 
automobiles fast 


enough to cover a mile in less than 
two minutes. W. K. Vmulerbilt, jr.'s 
French racing carriage 
has 
spun 


along for five miles on a horse track 
in 8:53. 
Albert O. Bostwick's im- 


ported car holds the American five- 
mile track record of 7:43. De Wolfe 
Bishop owns a cor with 
a sixten- 


horse power motor that 
can come 


within half a mile of Mr. Bostwick's 
car in n five-mile .race, while Alex- 
ander Winton, of Cleveland, owns an 
American carriage capable of miles 
under two minutes. 


So there is no lack of big carriages 


with plenty of speed. 
The cars of 


. Messrs. Bostwick. Vauderbilt 
nnd 


Bishop are all large 
affairs, 
high 


enough to protect a horse following 
behind them from the rush of air at 
such a high speed as a two-minute 
rate. 
If the car 
itself were 
not 


enough a wind shield might easily 
be ftted to the car to make the pace 
more effective. 


The next thing would be the school- 


ing- of a horse. 
Heretofore pace, as 


known by horsemen, has been set by 
a running horse, which kept at the 
side of the herse making- the record 
to push him to his limit bf speed. 
The average horse is likely to be- 
come discouraged when there Is any- 
thing in front of him, and many prac- 
tice spins would be necessary for the 
candidate for record honors before he 
would willingly follow tho 
puffing 


machine in front of him. 
But pa- 


tience would work wonders with an 
intelligent animal, and after he had 
been trained behind his pacing1 car 
for some days the horse would begin 
to understand 
what 
was 
wanted 


from him and would begin to go fast. 


The first lesson would be to let him 


see the automobile in motion from 
the track-side until 
he 
took 
no 


further notice of it. 
Then he would 


be worked out on the same track, 
with the carriage going some dis- 
tance ahead of him. 
Gradually the 


intervening distance could be lessen- 
ed until he followed the automobile 
around the track with only a few 
yards separating- the horse of flesh 
and bones fvsm that of steel 
and 


rubber. 


The crucial stage would come when 


the interval had been reduced to a 
couple of yards and he begnn to feel 
the shelter 
of the 
bi&- 
carriage. 


After a few days of this 
work he 


would be ready for a speed trial, and 
as horses race from a flying- start, 
the pace could be increased as the 
horse became accustomed 
to 
his 


strange method of trotting-, and pac- 
ing and the time by miles taken, un- 
til at last he was ready to go for the 
record. 


If his driver must work hard, .the 


work of the automobile driver would 
be none the less onerous. His duty 
would be to set a steady clip, and two 
men would be required to run the 
automobile, one 
steering- 
straight 


and true and the other gauging the 
speed by the various 
levers -and 


valves, keeping his eye all the while 
'on the horse, always keeping just far 
enough in front of him to be out of 
the way of his flying hoofs and yet 
near enough to give him the greatest 
amount of protection from the wind. 
. There is no way of telling what 
speed a horse would make 
under 


these conditions. 
With the trotting 


record at 3:0314, the pacing record 
just under two minutes, 
and the 


running1 record close to 1:3S, the last 
the best that a horse can do unaided, 
there seems cnly 
the limit of the 


motor machine to the speed of the 
horse. 
Cycle riders 
behind 
wind 


shields have done miles under 1:20, 
and a steam automobile at Chicago 
recently went a mile in 1:06. 


Horsemen will argue that 


records are artificial and 
that the 


wonderful times made by the cycle 
riders fire of little value, yot the fact 
remains tliftt a record mile made by 
a homo with niotov pace would at- 
tract attention all over the world. 


and perhaps give a line on how fast 
the horse really is when all things 
possible are in his favor. 


During- the last twenty years there 


have been seven world's champion 
trotters. 
Four of these have been 


mares and three geldings. Maud S. 
held the record longer and attracted 
more attention than all the others. 
This was largely due to her 
high 


quality and partially to the 
fact 


that she belonged first to the late 
William H. Vnnderbilt and afterward 
to the late Robert Homier. 


She first won the honor at Roches- 


ter on August 12, 1880, when she 
trotted in 2:11%, beating 3:12% of 
St. Julieii, a son of Volunteer, made 
in California a year previous. 
The 


same day the latter horse equaled 
the new mark on the Rochester track 
and at Hartford, on August 27, re- 
duced it to 2:1114. 


This stimulated the sporting- blood 


of Mr. Vanderbilt and Maud S. was 
again qi'cen of trotters, making: a 
mile in 8:10% at. Chicago on Sep- 
tember 18, 1880. This 
practically 


put St. Julien out of the contest, and 
Maud S. emphasized her position by 
lowering- the record twice again in 
1SS1, going into 
winter quarters 


with 3:10*4 opposite her name. 


ITor three years shs was the undis- 


puted queen. Many trotters attract- 
ed attention with sensational 
per- 


formances, but only one came within 
hailing distance of the great daugh- 
ter of 
Harold. 
Jay-Eye-See 
was 


that horse, and on August 1, 1884, 


covered a mile in 2:10 
flat 
at 


[inrtt'ord. Maud S.T who had become 
.ho property of Robert Bonner, was 
•eady for such, an emergency and on 
the following day at Cleveland once

At Lexington a few months later

1 Chinese Emperor's Eemarkable 


Proposition Whose Accept- 
ceptance Might Have Chang 


The emperor of China has not al- 


ways been the conservative individ- 
ual we are inclined to think-him, foi 
the voyal personage who bore that 
title in the year 1748 went so far as 
to consider the feasibility of allying 
himself matrimonially 
with 
some 


reigning- house in Europe, and with 
that end in view wrote a letter to the 
pope requesting- his good influence in 
securing- 
the 
necessary 
princess. 


This letter was translated from the 
Chinese by the secretary of the Indias 
of the Company of Jesus, residing in 
the city of Rome in 1748, and sent 
to his holiness Pius Benedict XIV. 
An account of this correspondence is 
to be found in an old book, "La Ilus- 
tracion Mexicana," published in the 
City of Mexico in 1851. Tl 
document follows: 


"To the blessed above all blessed, 


pontificate of all the pontificates and 
Christian pastors, dispenser of the 
Anointing oils of the kings of Europe. 
Benedicto XIV.: . 


"The most powerful of all the most 


powerful on earth, the highest above 
all the highest beneath the moon, 
who is seated in the emerald chair of 
jhlna, on one hundred golden foot- 
stools, to interpret the words of God 
to the descendants of Abraham, and 
who gives life to one hundred and 
if teen kingdoms and one 
hundred 


and sixteen islands, writes with the 
quill from a virgin ostrich, and sends 
health and long life. 


"The time having arrived when the 


flower of our royal youth should ma- 
:ui-e the fruits of our old age for the 
consolation of our devoted 
people, 


.11 tl disseminate the seeds which pro- 
duce th P. plant necessary for their 
irotection, we have resolved to unite 
ourselves with one young- and lofty, 
lonrished at the breasts of the strong 
loness and of the gentle uwe. 


"For this reason, having

country as the source of'unconquer- 
able women and offspring, we extend 
our powerful hand to ally ourselves

The three defects of eyesight which 


are most commonly encountered in 
otherwise healthy persons and which 
can be more or less perfectly over- 
come by means of glasses are near- 
sightedness, i'ar-sig-htedness and as- 
tigmatism. These are all important. 
"or, besides the discomfort and an- 
loyaiice of imperfect siglit, the in- 
voluntary efforts which the sufferer 
makes to see better strain the eyes 
and not only injure them, but nlso 
;ive rise, through reflex action, to 
leadaches and various nervous dis- 
urbances. 
Near-sightedness, 
short-sighted- 


less, or myopia, ns it is variously 
called, is a condition of the eyeball1— 


sitally 
a 
lengthening—in conse- 


quence of which the rays of lig-ht are 
brought to a focus in front of the 


tin a and so the object is blurred. 
This condition may exist from 


birth, but is usually the result of too 
much and too early use of the eyes, 
as hi the case of students, engravers, 
Women who do iine sewing* nnd so 
lorth. 
Thus we may s:iy that put- 


,ing- children 'at work at some of the 
dndergnrten exercises, such ns per- 
!urating and diawing1, is in a double 
sense a short-sighted procedure. 


Many near-sighted people refuse to 


wear glosses, preferring to deprive 
themselves of sight for everything 
)eyond the nose rather than injure 
:heir personal appearance, as they 
•hink. This is another short-sighted 
>olicy, for, besides losing much of the 
joy of existence which comes from 
seeing the beautiful things about nnd 
ibove us, such parsons are very lia- 
>Ie to suffer from inflammation of the 
eyes produced by constant strain. 


A less common defect is long or 


'nr-sighterlness, 
or 
hypermetropia. 


This is the opposite of myopia, the 
lyeball being flattened or shortened 
and the rays of 1 ight consequently 
lot coming to a focus by the time 
•hey reach the retina. 


In this case the eye often corrects 


;he defect more or less successfully 
iy making- the crystalline lens more 
convex, but it does this at the ex- 
pense of the sufferer's nerve force, 
and so we often find tired and con- 
gested eyes, headaches, indigestion 
.nd even serious nervous affections. 
The effoi-t to correct the vision is en- 
tirely involuntary and can be over- 
come by the fitting of suitable convex 
glasses. 


The third and moat common defect 
; astigmatism. 
In this condition 


.here is some irregularity of the sur- 
:ace of the eye or the lens, by means 
of which the image :is it '-caches the 
retina is distorted. Untreated astig- 
matism is n frequent cause of head- 
iclie and other nervous disturbances. 
The only relief is the wearing of 
Classes, at lenst while reading-, writ- 
ing or whenever near objects are 
looked at.

THE BOXERS OF YUCATAN 


TTN CONQUERABLE MAYAS WITH WHOM 'MEXICO IS NOW AT $ 


•WAR TK MANY WAYS RESEMBLE CHINESE. 


So co nun on place a ddevelopment as 


an Indian rebellion, whether near at 
hand or remote, is usually a subject 
of but little interest to the average 
denizen of our 
hemisphere. 
Such 


events are, as a rule, entirely too 
ephemeral, not to say uneventful, to 
satisfy the somewhat fastidious occi- 
dental notion as to what constitutes 
excitement. Not a few years have 
elapsed since the deposed habitants 
of the wilderness last revived suffici- 
ent strength to wage nnd maintain a 
formidable, hence thrilling-, warfare 
against the champions of a mightiei 
civilization. Consequently it follows 
that a far greater interest still clings 
to the sanguinary strife with which 
the red men met our fathers in the 
past than is accorded his occasional 
pnsmodic insurrection of current 
times. 
However, the early future 


ijortends an Indian struggle in one 
of the remote corners of this North 
American continent that may totally 
overshadow any 
similar 
event of 


former years. And the scene of this 
threatened conflict 
lies so near our 


sland dependencies in the West In- 
dian sens as to render the subject of 
particular interest to Americans. 


It is less than a fortnight ago that 


advices were received from the I'en- 
usula of Yucatan, 
distant some 


twenty-five leagues only from Cuba, 
setting forth 
thnt Mexican troops 


were 
making 
important progress 


gainst the Maya Indians of that re- 
gion. The aggressors, according to 
lie report, had penetrated to within 
eight leagues, or twenty-four miles, 
if the Indian stronghold. This latter 
could be reached only after the army 
ind hewn its way through the dense 
!orest intervening. Meanwhile the 
Indians were improving their time 
iy strength en ing- the 
fortifications 


ibout their chief town, the work pro- 
gressing- under thtc direction of ex- 
icrt English engineers. 
And now, 


pending the receipt of news as to the 
•esults that must necessarily follow 
very shortly, the question -naturally 
sserts itself, "Who are the Mayas— 
:hcse Indians who adopt the science 
if up-to-date warfare by way of dis- 
mting a modern army's invasion of 
.heir territory?" 
Without presum- 


ug either to justify or to condemn, it 
nust be truthfully stated that the 
Hayas are a distinctive race of people 
ipposing- what they regard ns un-! 
warrantable trespass, by an alien foe, I 


pon lands whose title reverts to pie- 
listorlc origin. 
The most 
remote 


thuological history of the Mayas has 
lever been definitely determined up- 


though it is generally believed 


:hey came to this continent, as did 
:hc early Aztecs, from Asia via Bei- 
ng- Sen. 
Their literature, which at 


me time was exceedingly diversified 
'or a semi-barbaric people still repre- 
sents 
numerous 
inscriptions 
and 


manuscripts, one of the latter, known 
is the '"Troanto," having1 been writ- 
:en more than 1300 years ago. 


Prom these ancient 
records it is 


earned that the Mayas at one time 
:ormed a great nation, occupying the 
vast territory between Tehuantepe? 
.nd Darien. As the centuries elaps- 
ed, however, the powerfullness of the 
.ribe gradually waned, nnd by de- 
Tecs its people, greatly depleted in 
lumbers, were crowded to the east- 
ward into the peninsula of Yucatan. 
Here- in this comparatively inacces- 
sible region the tribe established it- 
self, and, unmolested for a period by 
warring- contemporaries, again wax- 
ed strong in 
numbers and erected 


many beautiful palaces and temples. 
Thus it was that the Mayas came to 
nhabit Yucntnn, and there, after sev- 
eral centuries, the 
Spaniards found 


them in 150G. 
Subsequently, when 


Mexico was given over 
into 
the 


hands of the invading Spaniards, the 
great peninsula' at its southeastern 
extremity was thought to have been 


.eluded in the denl. In this suppo- 


sition, however, the Dons had reck- 
oned without previously consulting 
the Mayas, who had never hitherto 
•ecognized any power or government 
other than thir own. At this period 
Yucatan numbered a population ric- 
ceeding 1.000,000 natives, and cause, 
quently when the invaders sought 
to extend their rule into the peninsu- 
la they were met with a insistence as 
vigorous as it was unexpected. The 
result was at first disastrous in the 
extreme to such troops as contrived 
to reach the distant region, few of 
them living to return. Eventually, 
however, after years of persistent ag- 
gression, the Spaniards succeeded in 
obtaining a foothold in the extreme 
northern portion1 of the peninsula. 
There a beleaguredrepresentative was 
mkintflincd until 1821, when the 
country was abandoned to tho na- 
tt vea, "who hftd never for a- momeni 


owned allegiance to 
the Spanish 


crown. Meanwhile, a decade previ- 
ous to this, Mexico had won her inde- 
pendence from Spain, but by reason 
of its remoteness Yucatan, and. its af« 
fairs had received no attention front 
the new government. 
The inhabi- 


tants of the peninsula, however, held 
themselves aloof from their neigh- 
bors on the north and west, distin- 
guishing1 themselves as Yucatecs or 
Mayas, and asserting their position; 
as an independent nation. This inde- 
pendence they were allowed to main- 
tain for a period of three years at the 
expiration of which interval the Mex- 
ican republic decided it was time to 
establish its form of government in, 
the peninsula. 


The movement, however, was ac* 


corded the same bitter opposition »3 
the Spaniards had 
previously 
re- 


ceived, and although after many re- 
verses the Mexicans were at length 
successful in establishing themselves 
in the forlorn position formerly oc- 
cupied by their predecessors, it was 
only to bo so persistently harassed, 
that, after a sixteen years tenure, 
the territory was, in 1840, ag-niu 
evacuated to its defenders. Another 
three years of independence followed 
this victory, but in J8-13 the Mex- 
icans ag.iin appeared on the seen1;, 


vivli 
the, aid of n formidable 


army reg-ained the slight prestige 
they had previously enjoyed. 
How- 


ever, the Ttlayas kept up so relentless 
a warfare that in 1840 the govern- 
ment abandoned their subjection as 
an unprofitable enterprise and again 
withdrew its troops from the penin- 
sula.

Maya derives these extravagant no 
tioiis from is in a measure problem 
atical, but it is probably induced by 
a knowledge that centuries ago ther 
actually dwelt in those parts a race 
of people exceedingly diminutive ii 
size. As evidences of this fact, ther 
are still found on the past const o 
Yucatan and adjacent islands .tern 
pies and triumphal arches but nine 
feet in height, the doorways to the

eighteen nches in dimensions. 


Numerous ether bogies

make up the Mayas' calendar of uii- 
cdifying- immcmls. 
One of these 


the direct reverse of the phantom 
dwarf, being- described as a colossal 
specter, whose favorite diversion con- 
sists in stretching himself across the 
way of belated travelers, 
causing 


them to stumble and injure them 
selves. The origin of this pernicious 
monstrosity doubtless could likewise 
be traced to the

The Hungarian government is very 


loth to see any part of its agricul- 
tural population 'quit the country, 
•even when its economic condition 
leaves much to be desired.

in Hungary for all Hungarian sub- 
jects if a suitable system of redis- 
tribution can be carried into effect. 
A scarcity of field hands is already 
felt at certain seasons. 
The 
re- 


quirements of agriculture, which is 
the most important branch of Hun- 
garizin, production, and the desira- 
bility on general principles of keep- 
ing the peasant on the soil have led 
the government to adopt a system of 
internal colonization- which has the 
double purpose of relieving certain 
congested districts and. retaining in 
the country the supply of labor re- 
quired in other parts. 
It is report- 


ed that the Hungarian ministry of 
agriculture has redeatly purchased 
two large estates in Transylvania 
which will enable them to provide 
homesteads for peasants who might 
otherwise be forced to emigrate. 
It 


is believed that the colonists in view 
for these settlements are distressed 
.Slovacks of North Hungary.—Lon- 
don Mail. 


F7LECTRIC TRACTION. 


One great advantage of electricity 


over steam traction on railroads is 
that it impresses 'a continuous and 
uniform torque, or turning on -he 
shaft, while the action of the steam 
locomotive is intermittent. The con- 
sequence is that wheels driven by an 
felectrfe motor get a continuous "bite" 
on the rails, .as steam-driven •wheels 
do .n-ot. By urieans of tins constant 
grip slipping- 
on greasy 
rails is 


avoided. 
It is also possible with 


electric'triitJtion; to apply the inaxi. 
torque at once, and thus to 'bring a

quettes and sent to the market.

facturing it for commercial purposes 
compares very favorably with the 
price of coal.--Consul Hughes.

There was no bankruptcy, 'but!disso- 
lution of partnership, and the valua- 
ble land, springs, cave, communal 
house, dwellings, collegiate 
build- 


ing and other appurtenances, valued 
at over $100,000, were sold to a com- 
pany which, it is'said,' includes" t lie 
judge atloneys on both sides, receiver 
.ind sheriff, who figured in the legal 
proceedings. Isn't that quaint?

The indestructible socialists, num-

FORCE OF A BLOW. 


••Two questions that are frequently 


nsked,1' says "The Professor"1 
in 


Science and Industry, "are:. 'With 
what force will -a falling 
hammer 


.strike? and, with what force will a 
projectile fired from a gun strike r.n 
object?' 
These questions cannot be 


answered directly, as they are bneed 
on a misconception. A. moving, body 
possesses kinetic energy, or ability tu 
do work, which can only be expressed 
in foot pounds, but not in pounds of 
1'orce, since the work done by the 
ha minor ov projectile in coming to 
rest is not a manifestation of force, 
but of energy. Work is mcns'ured by 
the product of fore* 
nnd distance, 


hence, if tho work a body has done 
or is capable of doing is known, the 
force could be determined for ench 
case if by some moans it were possi- 
ble to determine exactly the distance 
in' which the work wns done. 
This 


distance depends upon various resist- 
aiicas, such ns thnt dun to moving 
tho object struck, the resistance to 
penetration, friction, the resistance to 
shearing or deformation of the body, 
etc.

PAUPERISM DECLINING. 


The report on pauperism in Eng- 


land and Wales- published recently 
affords ample proof that England is 
still on the march toward prosperity. 
The number of paupers in every 1,000 
of the population at the end of June. 
1900, was 20.8, a lower number than 
in nny year since regular records 
have been kept. In the metropolis 
the proportion of paupers has not de- 
creased so much as it hns in the prov- 
inces; this is probaVy due to the mi- 
ration of the poor to the "mother 
city" in search of work. Still there 
is a decrease and that is most encour- 
aging1, as it indicates nn actual de- 
crease in the country "and not one 
merely due to change of abode.—Lon- 
don Express.

Palmer, who shaped

Quickness is indispensable in prac- 


ticing the art of Jiu-Jitsu. Most of 
the grips come under the-classifica- 
tion of "foul" holds in wrestling, but 
the man who is required to protect

fair. 


The grips provide -for almost every 
form of attack-and-the man who has 
come under O.'Brien's instruction need 
not fear any test of personal strength 
when an emergency arises.

The news rrccivcd early last week 


from I-Iermosillo, Mexico, that nine 
members of

by cannibalistic unlives of the Island 
of .Tortug-as, in the Gulf of Califor- 
nia was a reminder to civilization 
that man-eating practices have not 
been entirely eradicated. 
At " the 


same time the news nerved to c.iil at- 
tention to the rarity of cannibalism' 
nowadays in the Pacific islands; for"; 
with a few exceptions, notably iii i 
Tortugns Inland, formerly man-eat- 
ng- tribes have been brought to see 
the error of their ways. The natives 
on Tortugrs have shown a ferocity 
that has kept missionaries or other; 
white settlers from the island, s-vcrrl 
whole expeditions having been killed 
and eaten on the island in the last 
half century. 


It is not many years now since the 


greater part of the south Pacific was 
inhabited by man-caters, but now the 
peoples of tho islands have almost en- | 
tirely given up the practice under the 
influence of stern European govern- 
ment. George L. Latroune, however, 
who recently crane to America from 
the French penal settlement at New 
Caledonia, related .on his arrival at 
S;:ii Francifcco this month a story of j 
escape from -the•'•caldron that shows 
that some tribes still prcssrve the 
rita. After being- freed-by-the officials 
of the colony at the expiration of his 
sentence Mr. Lntrmine fell into the 
bunds of .11. tribe 'of hitferior Kanakas 
and was. by them- imprisoned.

tive, business facts, that I asked 
your presence at tlie institution 01 
Tuesday afternoon and the privi- 
lege -of speaking to you tonight. 


Tlie. Commercial 
club of 'Fort 


"Wayne is to 'be one of 'the .potent 
factors in the city's progress. 
As 


our president told us a month 'ago, 
a city prospers, not simply because 
of natura 1 -advantagea. rich sur- 
Tounding country and good railroad 
•facilities. 
These 
nra 
desirable; 


•they are necessary; but they alone 
are not enougii. 
To them must 


be -added the chief factor of pro- 
gress, tiie enterprise of the citizen. 
Not railroads, not rich 
farming 


'country, npot location on the map, 
but its ci-tizens make a city. 


As it was the enteiprise and In- 


telligent effort of the citizens thir- 
teen years ago that secured the lo- 
cation of the institution in Fart 
"Wayne and the appropriation to 
build it here, so I appeal today to 
the enterprise and intelligent ef- 
fort of the citizen to assist the 
trustees tJ secure the appropriation 
necessary to make the institution 
all if: should be. 


Gentlemen, of the club, T knnw 


•that as a Fort Wayne institution 
•we have your hearty sympathy, 
that you will co-operate-with iio tJ 
secure what we need, but I want to 
go further than that with you.

want to secure your sympathy, 1101 
merely 
because 
the 
institution 


stands in your city, and because, 
should we secure the appropriation 
we seek, $150,000 of money, will 
enter the arteries of commerce hero. 
I want your intelligent sympathy 
with the institutinn as bslrmg'his' 
to the state of Indiana, us a part, 
and a very important one. of that 
grand system 
r,r" beneficent agf-fi- 


cies. which constitute the briyhU's: 
glory of our 
state, which have 


made our state known nnd homreci. 
east, -west, north and south, foi 
liberality and true public spirit. 


But, I want still mare than that 


even. 
I believe I can convince* 


you that i h v.'ciild bft wisp to carry 
out the work you. saw going on 
last Tuesday afternoon to its ful- 
lest practical development, even to 
the extent of taking- into ihe jafc 
arms of the good mother state, not 
only a Tew. -but nil the imbpriles 
and idiots, and keeping1 them there 
as Ions' n3 tn°y ma? IlivG- 
That to 


do this would be not only hnm.ine 
and charitable, but, that it would 
be 
economical. 
It 
wyuld 
bo 


economy in the saving of manhood 
and womanhood from degradation 
and ignominy, -that it evpn v/nuld 
bo economy in the most pcpuliv 
sense of that term, na:noly. the 
saving cf dollars and rant?. 
I 


want your help because you are 
convinced that there statements of 
mine nrc true, and that iuv plan of 
realizing them is feasible. 
Be- 


cause you think the work it well, 
intelligently and successfully 
lie- 


gun, and because you btiiuvo that 
all we need is the support of the 
ttatc to maks i.U success complete. 
If I can secure your co-npi;iatio;i on 
such a basis as that I havu no fe.ir 
of the result. 


Now the accepted plan for the 


benefit of the state by the full care 
of the degenerates, or at least those 
who aro so easily identified as the 
idots nnd imbeciles, depends on two 
striking facts. 
The first is tho 


awful fact of heredity. 
Of all the 


classes of people, whoso condition 


is controlled by heredity almo 
exclusively, the idots and imbi. 
ciles nre tlm most certainly so con 
iTollfd. It is far from true that u 
the parents of weak-minded ohil 
drew, are in a similar 
condition 


Many defective and afflicted pei 
sons owe their misfortune to acci 
dent or disease. 
It 
is, howevei 


rare indeed, that the children of : 
weak-minded 
parent 
are 
bette 


than their ancestors, they nre inos 
likely to be worse. It is only with 
in u few years that any statistic; 
have been gathered upon this sub 
ject, nnd we are far from having 
full knowledge of it. 
As far as 


we have gone, hnwever (and tin 
fui 
1 tiler we g-o the more certain i 


saemp), the taint which we cal 


• feeble-mindedness is morf* cprtnii 
to be inherited than 
any oth« 


Uint that afflicts humanity, and, 
therefore, whatever else they may 
do, the feeble-minded should neve; 
become the parents of a new gen- 
eration like themselves. 


The second great fact is that on 


the average, the mentally defective 
have a large capacity for useful 
labor. 
They are not all defective 


physically; many of them arft ro- 
bust. 
Their average strength is 


not much below that of the strong- 
minded. 
Although their intelli- 


gence is not great, most of them 
are teachable lo some extent, and 
many of them can learn to do much 
useful labor of a high order. Even 
the mechanical trades are not alto- 
gether beyond the capacity of som-3 
who arc distinctly wpak-minded. 


Upon thfFe two i'acts hangs a 


proposition which is now becom- 
ing generally accepted by students 
of Efociolojjy. 
It is that it is tin- 


plain, duty of the state to segregate 
the defectives and control them. 
First, so that they shall not in- 
crease by neutral reproduction, anri 
secondly, that they shrill he taughr 
to earn their own livelihood as fai 
as possible. 


If this proposition is correct nnd 


practical then you will see and be- 
lieve tiiat the best way t.o care, for 
the defectives is also tlm cheapest. 
To neglect them means cost to tho 
taxpayer, for. if neglected, they 
will never be self-supporting1. It. 
you do not tax yourselves to care 
for them in proper 
institutions. 


they will compel you to care for 
them in poor asylums and jails nnd 
prisons. 
The only way in which 


rhc burden that the defectives and 
degenerates entail on the state ran 
be lightened is by a method of cure 
which will .teach them, to Inbur, 
and then furnish them with useful 
and profitable employment. 
This 


can be done, but it is by no meant 
an easy thing to do. It needs that 
those who are doing it shall give 
it their undivided attention, s'linll 
havn no conflicting interests, shall 
be permit tfid to lanrn how to do the 
.:ork 
by patiuit, long-continued 


cfl'oit. nnd shall then be allowed 


jiivx1 thp stats r.nd her defective 


children tho benefit of what they 
have learned. I want you to judge 
vhelhtr thus;! conditions have beer, 
ind arc being complied with in 
the Indiana School 
foi- 
re:.blc- 


Hiiided, and whether the results 
ire successful. 


So far very few nf the states have 


accepted 
the 
proposition 
above 


st.ittd as a part of their policy. It 
is true that nearly half the states 
in the union have provided schools 
or asylums for th? feeble-minded, 
nut in no case that I know of is 
their capacity sufficient, to receive 
oven r.ll L-he feeble-minded children 
of the Hate, still less the adults. 
There .ire about HO.MOO idots and 
imbecile:-: in the union. Their num- 
ber ir, nearly t.lie same ns that of 
the hib.mc. Yet, while tiie various 
states have made 
provision 
101 


about 75 per rent, of the insfinc. 
only about 12 percent, of the idiots 
are under proper care. At the same 
time tiie economic danger ro ttK- 
statc is greater from the idiots 
than from the insane, since, if neg- 
lectf'd, they are 1'ar more certain 
to increase 
and multiply. 
Two 


sets 
of 
circumstances have cnn- 


ppired lo bring about this state of 
tilings. 
The, first is the fact that 


tiie average citizen is afraid of the 
insane, and despises the idiot. Th-: 
second is, that in the past .the ex- 
pense of the institutions for imbe- 
ciles has been 
excessive. 
They 


have been neither practical nor 
economical. 
Their 
results 
liav-: 


not justified their cost, or at least 
they have been too costly to en- 
courage the statesmen lo increase 
their capacity, so as to take in ali 
those who should belong to them. 
There have been schools, given up 
to all kinds of pretty, but not very- 
useful, fads and accomplishments, 
and the real business of life has 
been relegated to the background. 


But a brighter day is dawning 


for tho degenerates. 
The schools 


for feeble-min'ded are finding -their 
true mission, just 
as tlie public 


school educates the juvenile citizen 
for 
a 
Bolf-supportlng, 
self-con- 


trolling life in the great worli 
so the school for defectives shoul 
educate its pupils for self-supporl 
ing, but not controlling, life in th 
little world of the institution. Jus 
as the citizens of the outer worl 
recognize the inherent duty, thu 
every member of society shall d 
his share of work as the prici 
hly living, so do these in our Httl 
world acknowledge nnd act on th 
same principle. 


And now in telling- you of thes 


cardinal principles of our work i 
is much easier for me to do so froi 
the fact that you 'have seen th 
work going on as it goes on ever; 
day. You have seen the differen 
classes, those fully self-supporting 
those from whom we expect only 
a small share of labor, 
nnd tin 


small minority 
of helpless 
nm 


hopeless ones, whose care will al 
ways be a burden to some one. I 
you had 
not 
actually 
sesn ou: 


brickyard and the boys at work 
there, it would be more difficult ti 
convince you that 24 heaity fellows 
varying1 in mental capacity from 
the speechless 
idiot to tlie hig-r 


grade imbecile, have made nearly 
a million bricks this season, will: 
so little hired help that the bricks 
cost less than $1.75 per thousand 
But since you have seen them ai 
work, you will not think it un- 
reasonable of me to tell you that 
the same gang will be at work from 
now to spring in that piece of wood 
land just across the road from CO' 
Ionia, cutting up the tops left by 
the lumbermen, and that I expect 
to be able to cut and haul and pile 
the wood for less than 40 cents pet 
cord, and to pile and burn the brush 
almost without cost. 


Since you have seen the condition 


of our farm, and know what hns 
been done in clearing and ditching 
with the use of our cheap labor, you 
will be ready to believe that to re- 
claim the waste land, and make the 
wilderness blossom as a rose, is the 
very best kind of 
work for the 


strong in body, who 'are weak in 
mind and will; and to help us to 
get an appropriation to increase the 
acreage of our farm. 
Since you 


have seen our shoe shop ,nnd the 
shoes made and in stock, you will 
move easily believe me when I say 
that we shoe our children for about 
§2.30/per capita per annum. 


Since, you saw the children by 


divisions and heard them sing-, and 
watched them dance, you are rendy 
io hear me say, thnt -the children 
are happy, that the institution is 
not a dreadful aggression of misery 
but a place of childish merriment 
and joy. You will believe that joy 
comes, not with idleness, but with 
•activity, ns truly to the idiot and 
the imbecile, as to the normal per- 
son, and be pleased to think thnt 
every child is taught some useful 
'labor it' be can learn it, not only 
that he may earn some of his sup- 
port, but that he may be happy and 
cheerful in his life. 


Before going- on to tell you what 


we hope to and wish to do in the 
future, let me briefly sum up some 
of the results of the past. The in- 
stitution moved to Fort Wayne ir. 
1890. 
At the beginning of the fis- 


cal year .the enrollment was 200. 
The average number for the year 
was 577. 
The appropriations for; 


mnintfiinance, etc., was S7S,500.00. i 
or S2S5.29 per capita. 
The yenrj 


now ending1 sees an onrollmeiit 
754-, the average number present 
being G70. The npproptiation for 
mamtainencp nnd repairs lias been 
$90.500.00, and we have returned 
to tlie state treasury nearly 34,000 
for tuition and earnings, making 
the per capita S137.03. or 4S per 
cent, of whnt it was for 1890. 


•A part of this decrease in por 


capita cost conies directly from the. 
increase in number, since some of 
the expenditures do 
not iiicrep.se 


with the increase 
of 
enrullment 


But by far the most of the saving' 
comes from the fact that many of 
our inmates nrc now actually self- 
supporting. 
As the 
institution 


grows older, if its work hus been 
properly done, this number must 
tend to increase. If the school lias 
done its work of educating1 in the 
line of self-support, and the gradu- 
ates stay with us as members of the 
industrial or domestic departments, 
we may reasonably expect a con- 
tinuous decrease 
of 
average per 


capita cost. I think it is a moder- 
ate claim to make today that 20 
per cent of all our inmates do not 
cost the state one penny. The old- 
er girls sew or cook, wait on table, 
work iu the laundry, or assist the, 
attendants in cciing for the young- 
er and helpless ones. 
The older 


boys make shoes nnd mattresses, 
work in the 
garden 
and on the 


farm, milk the cows, help the engi- 
neer, the carpenter, the painter, etc. 
The younger children wash dishes, 
make beds, clean the house, etc. I 
believe if this work is done proper- 
ly, that in a few years fully halt 
the inmates will be earning their 
own living. That means, that with 
the same maintenance cost we may 
cave for a greatly increased num- 
ber.
